“MAKING COMMUNITY CHRISTIAN” 
IS SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


W illiam T. Ellis Tells of 
H is Travels in Old Re­ 
gion of Galatia. 


By W illiam T . Ellis. 
Jerusalem has no civic pride. There 
is no “com m unity spirit" in ,the oi l 
city. Evidence of this is found in tile 
fact that Je ru sa lem ’s only public audi­ 
torium, aside from the Y. M. C. A. Hut, 
is a dingy little m otion picture hall. 
A resident of Jeru salem thinks of him 
self as a Moslem, as a Roman C atho­ 
lic, as a Greek Orthodox, a» a Jew 
or as an Armenian, ra th e r th an as a 
citizen or Jerusalem . T h e British ad ­ 
m inistration is engaged in a constant 
struggle to prevent the continuance 
of ancient oriental unsocial practices, 
especially in the realm of sanitation 
and hygiene. 
/ 
‘T iki Jerusalem So 
ciety” was formed, shortly after the 
war, but it called forth mostly the in­ 
terest of 
foreigners, 
and 
I hat 
has 
steadily subsided. So lacking in pub 
lie spirit and civic consciousness is 
Jerusalem that there is alw ays pres­ 


ent the danger of religious and race 
riots. 
T h a t seem s very different from our 
w estern conception of comm unity Ilf 3. 
C hristianity nowadays expresses 
It­ 
self in social service. Local pride is 
a powerful force in our life, especial­ 
ly in the W est. We feel our solidarity 
with our neighbors. It is considered 
a religious duty to h elp the com m un­ 
ity of which we are a part. P ro te stan t, 
Catholic. Je w 
and 
non-churchm an 
work together for neighborly needs. 
Our tim es have gone a long, long way 
from the herm it conception of C hrist­ 
ianity. 
Even the sm aller com m uni­ 
ties boast th eir women’s clubs, th eir 
R otary clubs and sim ilar o rganiza­ 
tions; 
and these are dom inated ny 
C hristian ideals of 
helpfulness 
and 
m utual 
im provem ent. T hey are a p ­ 
plied Christianity. T he Gospel works 
out in neighborhood good will and 
solidarity. 
F o r C hristianity is a neighborly re ­ 
ligion. 
As our Ie;*on text declare*, 
“All the law is fulfilled in one word, 
even in this. Thou sh alt 
love 
they 
neighbor as thyself.” Here in Arnee! 
ca. neighborliness,

Sharing the Great Passions. 
Of late I have b een traveling in tho 
old region of Galatia, w here lived the 
C hristians to w hom the Lesson text 
was addressed. It is uow central T u r­ 
key; and the p resen t capital of the 
country, Angora, was th e capital of 
P a u ls Galatia. N ow adays T urkey Is 
w orking out her ideal of community 
spirit. 
Before the le a g u e of N ations’ 
exchange of populations, which elim­

T h eir nation has 
been m ade over into new ness by in­ 
voking the high principle of nationrl- 
ism. 
The tran sfo rm atio n which h is 
ensued is Incredible; I would scarcely 
believe it had I not seeu for myself.

w rought am idst the m odern success­ 
ors of P au l’s G alatians m ay be read 
the lesson of the Lesson. It needs the 
m ost powerful purposes, the mightiest 
motives, the suprem e spirit, to change 
a nation, a community, an individual, 
and to keep them changed. W hen viMl 
Christianity anim ates a neighborhood, 
transform ation occurs. Many a town 
has been comnletely m ade over bv a 
revival of religion. If the considera­ 
tions of Christ prevail in a comm un­ 
ity. then the characteristics of Christ 
will follow. 
The “ fruits of the Spirit” 
as the Lesson calls them, are borne 
when the life of tile tree is Christ. 
These fruits are tabulated bv P a'd 
as “ love, joy, peace, long suffering, 
gentleness, roodness, faith, meekness, 
tem perance.” 
W hat a description of 
an ideal life for a com m unity and for 
a man! 
T h at sort of life is possible— 
and it is possible—only where the 
Spirit of C hrist prevails. Thus God 
works out in hum an life.

Colloquially, we nowadays call 
such communities “live,” because their 
power is disseminated. No neighbor­ 
hood can be vital in its force a n i 
friendliness without becoming a focus 
of influence. When we help to make 
our own village or town or city C h r i s ­ 
tian, w-e are thereby most direct'^ 
serving the wider world Example is 
still m ore contagious than speech. 
Wise old Paul linked the Lossol 
with personal qualities. Communities 
are, after all, simply collections of u-* 
dividual persons. Only Christian men 
and women create Christian c o m m u n ­ 
ities. 
The person who lives a godly 
life does more to shape his neighbor s 
character than the professional uplift­ 
er or office-holder. A devoted man or 
woman who teaches a Sunday school 
class, leads a troop of Boy or Girl 
Scouts, inspires a young People's so­ 
ciety, or promotes a reading circle, is 
doing direct and fundamental com­ 
munity service. There are no roads 
to social betterm ent th at do not lea l 
through the hearts of individual per­ 
sonalities.

T hat is, their efforts 
were always directed tow ard creating 
a mechanical anim al th at would draw 
a 
vehicle, 
and it seemed never to 
have occurred to them to apply power 
to the wheels 
of

thereby propel it. 
A man by the name of Doyle, f ir 
example, invented a power horse that 
was little abort of a m arvel of Inge 
nutty and that im itated 
the 
move­ 
m ents of a real horse alm ost perfect­ 


ly. 
In appearance it resembled the 
anim al that used to stand in front of 
harness m ake's shops. 
The 
engine 
and boiler were in the vehicle and a 
shaft transm itted power to a driving 
mechanism within the boily 
of 
the 
horse. 
Theoretically 
this 
creature 
could step out and trot in a m anner 
that would pat a real horse com plete­ 
ly in the shade. 
It is said, too, that 
alm ost any one at that tim e would 
have seen 
more promise in Doyle’s 
horse than in Selden’s “road locomo­ 
tive,” patented in 1S95, which was 
n 
exceedingly crude affair. 
Even after the hdiweless carriage 
had been evolved inventors still strug 
gled with the horse cc mplex, appar­ 
ently possessed with 
an 
obsession 
th at no acceptable power-driven vehi­ 
cle could be devised that did not have 
some kind of an animal out In front. 
One man turned out an affair some­ 
what sim ilar to Doyle’s Rave that the 
horse was mounted on wheels and the 
engine in the vehicle ran the wheels 
under the horse, which was actually 
steered or guided by reins. 
And as late as 1904 a real autom o­ 
bile was constructed that had a dum ­ 
my horse out In front Ro th a t horses 
would not fc. frightened by the m a­ 
chine. 
It will be recalled th a t fright 
ening horses -and causing runaw ays 
was one of the serious troubles of the 
m otorists of early days, and this In­ 
ventor 
doubtless 
believed 
he 
had 
solved the problem of avoiding such 
disasters. 
Also he put his dummy 
horse to practical uses. 
The 
bodr 
was a receptable for tools and spare 
narts 
which m otorists at th at tim e 
had to carry with them if they were 
going far from their base of supplies, 
and the glass eyes were nothing less 
than headlights that were lighted by 
an 
oil 
lam p 
concealed within the 
horse’s head. 
In many 
lines inventors have en­ 
deavored to devise m achines to 
do 
what the human hand does, or w hat 
anim als do, and do it in much the 
sam e m anner, but they have m et with 
little success. 
P aten t experts say th at the inven­ 
tor m ay get valuable Ideas from studd­ 
ing the anim ate thing 
he 
seeks to 
supplant 
but that 
to 
produce the 
comm ercially successful machine 
ho 
m ust follow 
established mechanical 
Principles and effect his result to a 
wholly different way from the living 
model.

He referred to the atom as if he’d 
seen and handled one.

a wee solar 
system, same as ours, 
with the sun in the middle and planets 
revolving around it. 
He said there’s 
enough atomic energy locked up in a 
gram of m atter to raise all the build­ 
ings in New York to the height of the 
highest skyscraper, if it could be re 
leased and harnessed. 


And finally It occurred to me to 
wonder also: How, since an atom Ic 
miles too small to be seen by the 
highest power microscope, uid science 
discover the Mane thing?

Maybe There Are No Atoms, 
Smithsonian Scientist Admits

since I consulted Prof. Charles G. Ab­ 
bott of the Smithsonian Institution on 
the subject of atdtns. 
I’ve regarded 
the atom with a certain amount of 
suspicion.

F o r 
instance, 
Prof. Arthur Haas

lectured on ’era here the other night, 
before the Philosophical 
Society of 
Washington and the Washington Acad­ 
emy of Sciences. 
He referred to the atom as if he’d 
seen and handled one. 
He said It’s 
a wee solar 
system, same as ours, 
with the sun in the middle and planets 
revolving around it. 
He said there’s 
enough atomic energy locked up in a 
gram of m atter to raise all the build­ 
ings in New York to the height of the 
highest skyscraper, lf it could be re 
leased and harnessed. 


And dually It occurred to me to 
wonder also: How, since an atom k 
miles too small to be seen by the 
highest power microscope, uid science 
discover the Wane thing? 


TO resolve these doubts I repaired 
to Dr. Abbott, perhaps America's best 
known scientist, chief assistant to the 
late 
C. D. Walcott a head of the 
Smithsonian, 
and 
likely to become 
head of it himself, following Dr. Wal- 
cott’r, recent death. 
I didn’t expect to understand much, 
but I wanted answers to a few simple 
quetions. 


FIRST, 
Dr. 
Abbot 
shattred tho 
solar system theory. 
An atom isn’t a solar system. That’s 
just a way of expr*ssing it. ’.here’s 
a so-called sun, but it s a pewee com­ 
pared with its ro-c ailed planets, not 
a whale, like our sun. 
The so-called 
planets revolve around it in different 
planes, every 
which-way. 
My, no’ 
there’s nothing to indicate increasing 
and diminishing si ales of solar sys­ 
tem I, much less Inhabited ones. 
Yes, undoubtedly there’s boundless 
atomic energy stored up in matter but 
there’s no reason to suppose it’s acc! 
dental release would raise the dick­ 
ens. 
Probably it would just siss out 
harmlessly. 


FOR a long time I swallowed these 
statements without a grain of salt. 
I reckoned that solar systems must 
run all the way 
up and down the 
scale from the infinitely prodigious 
to 
the 
infinitely 
Infinitesimal. 
I 
wondered if they were inhabited. 
I didn’t question the story that a 
teaspoonful 
of waler contains suffi­ 
cient atomic energy to kick the “Le­ 
viathan" from New York to Liverpool 
and back again, provided it could be 
released and harnessed. 
All I won­ 
dered was: W hat would happen lf a 
teaspoonful of atomic energy should 
accidentally be released without being 
harnessed?

Judging from developments at a meeting of the board ot 
health, steps are to be taken “within the near future” to widen 
the scope of the ordinance providing for medical examination of 
pere na engaged in the preparation anti sale of food in East Liver­ 
pool. 
Councilman^ legislation, enacted by unanimous vote and ap­ 
proved by Mayor Benedum, and which becomes effective on March 
I, affects owners and employes of hotels, restaurants, lunch 
rooms, candy making establishments anti bakeries. 
For some undetermined reason, probably the proportions of 
the task of enforcement, grocers and butchers and milk handlers, 
all of whom come in contact with more people in one or two days 
than others affected do within a week, were exempted from the 
provisions of the law. 
Because of this situation, health board 
members admit, charges of “class legislation" have been heard. 
In sponsoring the measure, the board’s sole purpose was to 
protect the public from communicable diseases, but it is incon­ 
ceivable that it shall be accomplished unless the ordinance is 
amended. And, too, the plan of charging for compulsory medical 
examinations should be abandoned. 
The purpose of the legislation is A-l, but no law should make 
'•fish of one and flesh of another/'

D ecency Pays Better 


It might be supposed that the theatrical business would see 
the need of moral housecleaning, for business if not for moral 
reasons. 
Broadway, which produces the shows and sets the theatrical 
standards for America, has begun deluging the country with in­ 
decency. It is not so bad as European drama, but it is too rotten 
for America, and there are signs everywhere that the American 
people will not stand for it. The action of the authorities in New 
York City is merely spectacular evidence of what is likely to be­ 
come a national revolt, destined to bring American drama back 
to the decency and decorum that characterize normal American 
life. 
If the playwrights and producers continue along their recent 
course, they will surely lose their decent patrons. That lias be­ 
gun already. 
If they m inister only to the indecent, they sink 
deeper and deeper in the nu re and must end in self-disgust and 
financial failure. Theatrical prosperity in the past has been gain­ 
ed by appealing to the whole public—by playing for the average 
man and woman, who are neither puritanic nor shameless, but 
who demand in their entertainm ent a higher degree of cleanness 
and respectability than any other country in the world. 
The decent people of this country always put the indecent 
people out of business when it comes to a show-down. 
The theatres may be decent from compulsion or from choice 
lf they are wise, they will choose the way of decency—if not be­ 
cause it is decent, then because it is the only way to continuous 
prosperity. 
Nothing lot ten ever prospers in the long run. 
Economic 
laws, at bottom, are moral laws. Business is based on ethics. So 
is art, even if the artists can’t see it.

Letting In Com plete Sunlight 


Twenty cities in this country are putting the new vitaglass 
in certain hospitals for the purpose of testing its efficiency in 
health work. This glass is a quartz product of English invention 
which is said to transm it the ultra-violet or actinic rays of sun 
light, which are the health-bearing rays. Ordinary window glass 
excludes these special rays so that sunlight coming through it, 
though warm and beautiful, lacks the healing power of outdoor 
sunlight. 
If the new glass does what is claimed for it, its use should 
be extended not only to all hospitals and places for the care of 
the sick, but to school rooms and private homes. This would help 
to prevent many diseases now cured by sun treatm ent or artificial 
ultra-violet rays.

One of the most important advances 
beir<? made, he declares, is a new sys­ 
tem of writing which reduces the 
number of characters from 30,000 to 
1,000, fostered by young Chinese intel­ 
lectuals, many of whom received their 
education in the United States.

ed, In 90 hours. 
Changes Coming Suddenly. 
“China is now, under the eyes of the 
world, going through changes not un­ 
like those all 
modern 
governments 
have passed through, but she is hav­ 
ing to meet

once,’* says Dr. Wilbur in comment­ 
ing upon his impressions of the awak­ 
ening giant. 
"She is forced to face three trying 
things at .once. First, abe Is changing 
lier form of government; second, she 
is trying to adapt herself to the re­ 
quirements that hate been forced by 
science on modern civilization on all 
sides; third, she has to cope with the 
interference of the foreigner and his 
established privileges. This would fur- 
Dish a trying problem for any nation. 
“China is now going through a civil 
war, with more or Irss of a grouping 
of the North against the South, the 
South with a strong nationalistic In­ 
stinct and the North with less of that 
spirit. 
Dr. Wilbur’s View. 
“With us Americans it took many 
years to develop a national feeling 
and finally a civil war to establish 
the idea of national unity completely 
and a full national spirit.

Chinese or foreign naval 
craft from passing up the Yangtze 
river, and they also will have wrested 
an important supply base from their 
enemies. 
The Nationalist army is the direct 
heir of the Liberal movement which 
resulted in the overthrow of the Man­ 
chu dynasty in 1911 and the consc- 
ducat establishment of the republic. 
That it has come out of the south is 
an accident of history: it could Just 
as well have risen in almost any oth­ 
er section of China. 
But if was the 
faithful devotion of Sun Yat-Sen pro­ 
visional president of the first Repnb 
Bean government, that kept the idea 
of Nationalism alive after other revo 
muon ary leaders had turned the re 
public to their own uses instead of 
adhering to the original intention of 
creating a new government for tho 
benefit of the entire nation. 
Sun's Three Principles. 
S u n s home was in the south and he 
retired to Canton when Yuan Sbih-kai 
the first constitutional or regular pres­ 
ident, set himself up as a virtual dic­ 
tator^ 
It was In Canton, therefore, 
the Sun began and for a number cf 
years continued his agitation for the 
overthrow of the Peking administra­ 
tion. 
It was there also that he pro­ 
mulgated the "three principles of the 
people# f„r which the Cantonese army 
and the National People’s Party are 
now fighting. These principles call for 
the feeling of China from foreign eon- 
trol, for the establishment of a democ­ 
racy in the true sense of the word. 
and for improved labor conditions and 
better economic opportunities for th^ 
ordinary people. 
Shortly before 1925 a military gee*- 


Whangpoa Military school at Canton 
the foremost institution of Its kind in 
China. 
His reward was tho command 
of the Nationalist army and in this 
capacity he established Canton's an 
t bority over the provinces of Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi. In the spring of 
1926 he began his 
drive 
into 
the 
Yangtze valley, which brought about 
the capture of Wuchang and Hankow 
and is now being aimed at Shanghai. 
A year ago another competent lead­ 
er, Eugene Chen, Joined the National 
1st party and was forthwith made for­ 
eign minister of the Canton govern 
ment. 
Chen, graduate ct Oxford uni­ 
versity and originally a British sub­ 
ject, was previously editor of a Pek­ 
ing newspaper. 
Among others 
who 
are 
playing 
prominent roles in the forward move­ 
ment of Nationalism are Michael Bor­ 
odin. advisor loaned to Canton bv 
Soviet Russia; Sun Fo, son of Sun 
Yat-sen; 
Mrs. Sun 
Yat-sen; 
T. V. 
Soong, a Harvard graduate who ts 
minister of finance; and as such in­ 
creased the monthly revenue of his 
government from $750,000 to almost 
$5,000,000; and Wang Chung wef, who 
reorganized the civil administration in 
the city of Canton and the province of 
Kwangtung. 
With this leadership the Canton­ 
ese have pushed their way northward.

Poise ta something much American-written history has lack­ 
ed. r irst it ran to the extreme of depicting all our national heroes 
as pet feet and all our national acts as wise auth good. 
Then came an awakening. “This won't do,” said many holiest 
icitfeens. 
I bal part ol the uniform of the British soldier in our 
Revolutionary days was rod is no reason for regarding all British 
ever after as Yeti coats’ and enemies and thereby biassing our 
whole historical outlook. We’ll change this and be lair.” 
Then some of the history writers went to the other extreme 
and began to dig up scandals about our great men and to try to 
show that the United States was always wrong and only luck had 
moved us forward. 
This was a little more modest, but it gave about as false a 
picture of American history as the earlier tj-pe. There is a better 
way to write history. 
Philip Guedalla. a British historian, sug­ 
gests the way in a recent comment. 
“History,” says Guedaila, “doesn’t have to be patriotism. 
All that s needed is the truth. There’s no use for either white­ 
wash or lampblack.” . 
;v School children who are taught true history with the white­ 
wash and lampblack omitted ought to turn out better patriots in
